. THE VULNERABILITY of Singapore to 
attack by Japanese bombers based on Hainan 
Island is commented on in London newspapers 
following the Japanese invasion of the island.

. TAXING 
BACHELORS: 


Students’ Debate In. 
Woah Yan College 


’ The Wah Yan Debating Society con~ 
tinued its activities on Saturday 
February 1, when an_ interesting 
debate was held on the subject, 
“Should Bachelors be Taxed?” - 

The Government side, which was 
defending the thesis that bachelors 
should be taxed, commenced with an 
excellent speech, in which the malin 
arguments for thelr position were put 
forward clearly and forcibly. There 
were three excclient reasons, it wan 
claimed, why bachelors should be 
taxed. The first war, to induce them 
to marry carly; for it was strongly 
urged that carly marriages were ol the 
highest concern to the State, Nothing 
could be more’ disastrous for a-nation 
than that its people should, through 
laziness or selfishness, shirk the res- 
ponsibliitics of marriage; and hence, 
any law which might encourage men 
to marry. young ond to bring up 
atrong und healthy families, wos in 
the highest degree deserving of sup- 
port. Further, common. justice re- 
quired that unmarried men, who had 
not the burden of a family, should 
bear a larger share of the cost of 
fovernment than those who were al- 
ready fulfilling a most Lmportant 
function for the common weal by 
supporting a wife nnd children, It 
was entirely unjust and unfalr to im- 
pose the came taxes on the married 
man with two, three, ten mouths to 
feed, as on the unmarried bachelor 
with nobody to trouble about save 
himself, Finally, {f unmarried men, 
who were already falling to shoulder 
the common heritage of parentage, 
with {ts accompanying cares and 
consolations, were more Hghtly taxed 
than fathers of families, was there not 
real danger of the money thus saved 
being spent, not on works of charity 
or for the common good, but on selfish 


pleasure? 
Tho Opposition , 


The Opposition side, however, came 
back strongly. They attacked the 
proposed luw vigorously as being 
thoroughly Lmmoral and ill-conceived. 
What, they asked, was the purpose of 


[ this measure? Was It to frighten men 


inte carly marriage? Or to punish 
them for failure to get married young? 
Or merely to induce them to, shoulder 
as carly ns possible the burdens ‘of 
parentage? On all three counts, it 
fniled, and failed deservedly. What 
could be more disastrous than to 
frighten men into marriage; to rush 
them precipitately into oa life-loniz 
unjon with one whose character and 
talents were perhaps entirely incom- 
patible with their own? Marriage 
was the greatest'‘and most solemn mu- 
ment in a man's life; and to have the 
State behind bim, .nagging Uke a 
thoughtless. and, foolish mother, that 
he rush headlong into o hasty and ilt- 
adviscd betrothal, was both grossly 
undignified and, highly dangerous, 
Was the object to punish. him? But 
to punish him for what? Celibacy 
was not a crime; on the contrary, very 
much_of the world’s most herole and 
most self-sacrificing work was done 
by cclibates. How much the world, 
and the cnuse of true nobilly and high 
idealism, would lose, were nuns and 
priests to be forbidden their lofty 
calling! Was it to induce carly 
marriage?. If, so, it spoke il for the 


‘common-sense and political prudence 


of its proposers, The natural urge to 
marriage, the desire for family life, 
for the domestic-hearth, for the com- 
panionship of home, were so strong 
in every one that there was little dan- 
ger of any save the exceptional man 
turning away from thls deepest frul- 
tion of his being. Bachelors were, in 
every country, Iew; and of those fei, 
90% and more were bachelors not 
from any distaste for marriage, but 
for the very human and cogent reason 
that they could not afford to support 
n family. Why, therefore, tux them? 
One should rather expect a proposal, 
not to tax, but to subsidize them, in 
order that they might be enabicd to 
marry soon.

True, French interests are 
those primarily involved. A 
Japanese submarine base at 
either of Hainan’s two seaports 
would effectively isolate French 
Indo-China in the event of war. 

Take a look at a map of. this 
part of the world, and gee how 
effectively Hainan dominates 
southern China, the Malay 
Peninsula, the Philippine Is- 
lands, 

Japanese planes, based on the 
island, would be brought for the 
first time within non- -stop bomb- 
ing range of the great naval 
base at Singapore. 

Japanese ‘warships or sub- 
marines, operating from Hai- 
nan, would effectively control 
all shipping east of Singapore. 

Hongkong would be as effee- 
tively isolated as if the Japanese 
controlled Lyemoon Pass. 

The Philippines, also, would 

within non-stop bombing 
range of Japanese planes. The

port of call for South Seas liners. 


HAICHOW SLEEPY PORT 


At present, the only harbour of 
note is Holhow, a sleepy town of 30,- 
000, lying on the northside of ‘the : 
island, facing Kwangtung, This har- 
bour Is poorly constructed, shallow 


and exposed to.wind. Steamers calle 


ing at the Island have to stop amid 
streams and in times of a small storm, 
boat passengers usually prefer ‘to 
walt for hours for the sea to culm 
than to risk the crossing in sampans. 

One of tho first things that has to 
be done in developing the island Is to 
build a new harbour, preferably on 
the ‘south or west: side.

The 
island, when. fully developed, fs cap- 
able of supporting at least 6,000,000 
people, or three times the present 
number, ; 
Underground there. ts rich tin ore, : 
which has scarcely been touched. - 
When proper modernm mining facill- 
les are used, the Island can easily 
supply one-tenth of the world’s tin 
supply. It was. pointed out recently 
that Slngapore, whose tin mines were,

Thus the Paris and London 
diplomatic activities are regarded jn 
Berlin as, Jast minute efforts on be 
half of the Democracies to throw 
Into the scale of the Insurgent cause 
every ounce of Influence, suddenly 
forgetting all doubts and hesitations 
they have been voicing and nourish- 
ing agalnst France hitherto. ‘ 

The convictlon prevalls in Bertin 
that the Democracies, who, up to the 
fast days, have openly and wilfully 
taken sides against Franco, to-day 
vail themselves under the cloak of 
sympathetic ‘friendship for the sake 
of humanity In an effort to switeh 
the Insurgent Spanish policy in the 
direction of their interests, 

The Insurgent attempts to reject 
such efforts of pursuasion on the part 
of the democratic countries find the 
complete support of Germany and 
Htaly. The Anglo-French version of 
the occupation of the Island of 
Minorca, in trying to interpret this 
success as an achievement of the 
London-Paris Axis, is regarded as a 
typleal example of the Paris-London 
efforts to reap the Insurgent frults at 
the last minute.—Trans-Occan.

CARIBBEAN SEA EXERCISES 


Washington, Feb. 10. 

The United States hus massed the 
major portion of her Navy «nthe 
Caribbean fer manoeuvres beginning 
on Monday. This {is the greatest 
concentration of American sea power 
In history. 

Significantly, Great Britain and 
France will engage in naval 
manocuvres simultancously, the Bri- 
tish in the Mediterranean and the 
French between Marseilles and North 
Africa. . 

The United States manoeuvres in- 
volve 140 ships, 58,000 enlisted men, 
3,000 officers and 600 planes. The 
details of the Problem are closely 
guarded but it Involves ai “Black” 
fleet’ defending Panama ond a 
“White ficet" attempting to establish 
a base from which they can penctrate 
tho defence.—United Press.

In making coffee mensure the 
amount required carefully. Too 
little will make an insipid’ cup, too 
much wil make- your colfce strong 
and bitter.

Heat the pround coffee 
over the fire for two minutes before 
you add the water, but take care, 
you do not burn St. ‘Either het or 
cold water con be used, but in cither 
case it should be brought to the boil 
three. times, and then allowed to 
stand for six minutes. uate 

Untess you allow n good six min- 
utes for the coffce grounds to settle, 
your coffee will be “muddy” and the 
taste will be spoilt. 

Good coffee should be quite clear, 
and you will find that your break- 
fast cup will taste much better if-you 
first pour the coffee through a coffee 
strainer, or a straining cloth, and not 
stralght into the cup. 

Hot or cold milk can be used to 
sult your own taste, but most people 
prefer “half and half.". 

A Pleasant Variation 


As a varlotlon from the ordinary 
cup of coffee, you will find Turkish 
coffec a pleasant drink which can be 
easily and quickly prepared, 

Place in u jug the amount of water 
you require, and add sugar to suit 
your taste. Bring this to the boil, 
and then add the coffee. Bring the 
mixture again te the bol, when it 
will rise in the same way as boiling 
milk, Remove it Immediately from 
the fire and allow it to scttle. Re- 
peat this twice and your coffee will 
then be ready to serve. 

If you.wish to make a really good 
cup of coffee, sec -that your ground 
coffee is fresh. You will best ensure 
this by keeping it in on airtight jar 
rather than in a tin.: The conmois- 
seur who really likes coffee thinks 
that the small expense of Keeping. a 
coffee-mill, and grinding it’ freshly 
for every brew, |s well worth while.

Loss Of Hoihow 
~ Described , 


Linhsien, Feb. 13. 

Coniirming tho Japanese land- 
ing on Hainan Island, Chinese 
cireles hero have received wire- 
less reports of the fall of Hol- 
how, capital of Hainan, and 
Tsingmaj, thirty miles south- 
west of Hothow. 

The two key citles on the northern 
part of tne Hainan Island, the report 
stated, were lost to the Japanese after 
fifteen hours’ continuous fighting 
from two o'clock carly in the morning 
till the Chinese withdrew shortly be- 
fore three o'clock in the afternoon. 

Describing the invasion of the 
Japanese, the message said landing 
was effected nt two points along the 
northern coast. The first landing was 
at Tachang, a coastul port thirteen 
miles west of Holhow, from where 
the invaders penetrated ten. miles 
injand to attack the old city of 
Tsingmai. 

Another large force, supported by 
a terrific naval bombardment, landed 
in the vicinity of Slu Ying Forts 
about elght miles west of Holhow. 
A squadron of plancs at the, same 
time reconnoitred Hoihow and its 
surroundings, dropping bombs at 
many places. . 

The Chinese defence troops, after 
withdrawing from Holihow and Tsing- 
mal, have retreated into the south- 
cast parts of the island. 

Informed circles describe the: in- 
vasion of Halnan Island as a Japan- 
ese stroke which will severely test 
the solidarity of British, American 
and French diplomacy. 

These circles also believe that ‘the 
Japanese would not attempt the Im- 
mediate occupation of the. whole 
island which, beause of its large urea, 
eculd not be held by a mere force of 
several thousand men.—Centrat 
News, -

Natlons Socicty at 
Litherland, near Liverpool, last 
evening, is the subject of a great 
deal of comment In the papers thls 
morning, not so much because of the 
contents of the speech but in view 
of the friendliness of Mr. Eden's re- 
ferences to the Chumberlain Govern- 
ment. , 

In the first port of his speech Mr. 
Eden spoke with gratification of Bri-. 
tain’s rapidly growing -military 
strength. ‘ . 

- He stressed that the creation of a 
elvilian air defence organtsation Was 
un imperative necessity, ect mete 

In the second part of his speech 
Mr. Eden welcomed Mr; Chamber- 
laln'’s policy towards France. 

He spoke of Englnnd’s desire to 
establish a “new system: of inter- 
national order,” and of the necessity 
to mit armaments by tnternational 
agreement. 

England, which had no other de-. 
sire than to live at peace with all 
nations, would -~witlngly contribute 
her share to this end. 

The friendly tone in which Mr. 
Eden spoke of Mr. Chamberlain and 
his policy is regarded in political 
quarters as’ a sign that the former 
Foreign Secretary is anxious to re- 
establish contact with the Premicr. 

It is regarded as quite possible 
that Mr. Eden will re-enter the 
Cabinet in the course of the next 
few months, probably as Dominions 
Secretary, for rumours persist that 
the new Dominions Secretary, Sir 
Thomas Inskip, will be made Lord 
Chancellor in March, so that his pre- 
sent post would then become vacant. 
—Trans-Ocean.

_ AIR RAIDS 


Japanese Continue 
Mass Terror 


LANCHOW, Feb. 13. 
EXTENDING THEIR bomb- 
ing activitics, Japanese planes 
raided Tsingyuan and Lanchow 
in Kansu yesterday, resulting in 
considérable civilian and pro- 
perty losses, , 


The alr raid alarm was ralsed at 


10.30 a.m. when 21 Japanese bombers 
were slighted heading for Kansu from 
Shansl, passing over Shensi,- Chinese 
fighting planes took to the air ready 
to rive battle, 


When the Japanese plancs renched 
Kanau -territory, they split: Into. two 
squadrons. One squadron of nine 
machines attacked Tsingyuan, north- 
east of Lanchow, dropping more than 
20 bombs In the southern outslcirts. 
Three clviiians are known to ‘have 
been killed and over 30 wounded. 
Elpht clvillan houses were wrecked. 

After bombings Tsingyuan, — the 
raiders continued to fly in a westerly 
direction in an attempt to attack 
Lanchow., They were, however, 
intercepted by the Chinese plancs-on 
the way, nnd (nlled to reach Lanchow, 
"They flew away ofter relensing over a 
dozen missiles at Tahungkow, over 
four miles from the — provincial 
capital, 

The second squadyon of 12 
machines succeeded in breaking into 
the city Imits of Lanchow shortly 
afterwards. Owing to the presence 
of the Chinese planes, they hurriedly 
dumped about 60 bombs in the eastern 
outskirts and departed. The riissiles 
Killed two clvillans and wounded an- 
other, 


PAKHOI AND HOPPO RAIDED 


Pakhot, important coastal town in 
western Kwangtung, was raided by 
six Japanese bombers yesterday 
morning.

every: half-pint of water. 

Place the ground coffer in an 
earthen-ware jug, which hos been 
previously warmed, and add boiling, 
water. Stir the mixture—a wooden 
spoon is best for this purpose—and 
stand the july in front of the fire, or 


place it in a Iarge bowl of bolling |. 


water, having first covered it with 
n Hd to prevent the aroma escaping. 
Allow it to stand for six minutes, 
and your coffee will -then be read: 
to serve. 

Good coffee cnn also be made th a 
saucepan, Heat the ground coffeo 
over the fire for two minutes before 
you add the water, but take care 
you do not burn it. Either hot or 
cold water can be used, but in elther 
case it should be brought to the boil 
three times, and then allowed to 
stand for six minutes. ~ : 

Unless you allow a good six min~ 
utes for the coffee grounds to settle, 
your coffee will be “muddy” and the 
taste will: be spoilt. 

Good coffee should be quite clear, 
and you will find that your break- 
fast cup will taste much better if you 
first pour the coffee through a coffee 
strainer, or a straining cloth, and not 
straight into the cup. i 

Hot or cold milk can be used to 
sult your own taste, but most people 
prefer “half and half.” 

A Pleasant Variation. 


As a varlation from the ordinary 
cup of coffee, you will. find Turkish 
coffee a pleasant drink which can be 
easlly and quickly prepared. 

Place In a jug the amount of water 
you require, and add sugar to suit 
your taste. Bring this to the boil, 
and then add the coffee. Bring the 
mixture aguln to the boil, when. it 
will-rlse in the same way as boiling 
milk. Remove it Immediately from 
the fire and allow it, to settle. Re- 
peat this twice and. your coffee will 
then be ready to serve, 

If you wish to make a really good 
cup of coffee, see that your ground 
coffee Is fresh. You will best ensure 
this by keeplng jt In an alrtight jar 
rather than in a tin.

For the first timo since sho went 
ashore in the September typhoon of 
1037, the N.Y.K. Liner Asama Maru 
will visit Hongkong on Wednesday, 
Her, coming will mark the revival of 
the company's Japon-Hongkong ser- 
vice on tho trans-Pacifle run, making 
Hongkong once again the terminus of 
that service.

JAPANESE REPORTS from 
Hainan state that ‘about 1,000 
inhabitants have already return- 
ed to the capital, Kiungchow, 
and that quiet prevails on the 
whole of the island,

LOSS OF HOIHOW 
DESCRIBED 


Linhsien, Feb. 13. 

Confirming the Japanese. landing 
on Hainan Island, Chinese circles 
here have received wireless reports 
of the fall of Hoihow, ‘capital of 
Hainon and :Tsingmal, thirty railes 
southwest of Hoihow. 

The two key ‘cities on the northern 
part of the Hainan Island, the report 
stated, were lost to the Japanese after.

Describing the Invasion of the 
Japanese, the message sald Janding 
was effected at two points along tho 
northern coast. The first landing was 
at Tachang, a coastal port thirteen 
miles west of Holhow, from where 
the Invaders penetrated ten miles 
intand to attack the old city of 
Tsingmat, 

Another large force, supported by 
a terrific naval bombardment, landed 
in the vicinly of Siu Ying Forts 
about cl¢ht miles west of Holhow. 
A squadron of planes at the same 
time reconnoitred Holhow and ita 
Rurroundings,. dropping bombs at 
many places, 

The Chinese defence troops, after 
withdrawing from Holhow and Tsing- 
mai, have retreated Into the sonth- 
east parts of the island, 

Informed circles describe the in- 
vasion of Hainan Island as a Japnn- 
ese stroke which will revercly test 
the solidarity of British, American 
and French diplomacy. 

These circles also believe that the

14-Years In 
Prison 
Army-Officer Admits 
Police Shooting — 


Wong Shu-lun, allas Lt Sau-hel, 74 
year. old Chinese military oMicer, was 
sentenced to 14 years hard fabour 
by the Chicf Justice, Sir Atholl Mac- 
Gregor, at the Criminal Sessions this 
afternoon. 

“Ho pleaded guilty to o charge of 
shooting Sgt. Herbert Ramsay .Ter- 
rett, with Intent to do him grievous 
bodily harm. 

Asked ff ho had anything to say, 
prisoner sald ho was very sorry for 
what had happened, and was very 
glad that Sgt. Terrett had recovered. 

“On that day I was so excited that 
I must have lost my head,” he said. 

Parsing sentenco tho Chicf Justice 
sald that ho would be woefully fall- 
Ing In his duty {f he did not regard 
tho shooting of a European member 
of tho Hongkong Pollce Force asa 
very serious offence. 

The prisoner had expressed satls- 
factlon that Sergeant Terrett was 
atilt allve, but ft was nothing short 
of a miracle that the bullet did not 
kill or permanently cripplo him. 

Prisoner was also charged with 
shooting, with intent to murder Set. 
Terrett but ho pleaded not gullty to 
this, In view of his plea to the othcr 


charge, the Crown did not procert 


with the second case.
